(1) Governmentsare not 
Christian governments by virtue 
that they rule over a people who 
generally hold. the Christian re¬ 
ligion, but rather by virtue or in¬ 
dividual Christian v officials;“ (2) 
Christians cannot isolate them¬ 
selves from nation life, but to the 
contrary they must take part in it; 

(3) The scriptures teach that 
Christians are to be subjected to 
the higher powers, and although 
they are not in agreement with 
the government policy, they must 
respect the government and live in 
conformity to the laws of the nat¬ 
ion unless they directly interfere . 
with obedience to Divine Law; and 

(4) Under any and all conditions, 
Christians should pray for men In

lisher of The High River Times 


and of the Vulcan Advocate and 
widley known western oldtimer, 
died in High River hospital Friday 
evening, January 14, after a short 
illness which followed a stroke 
suffered January 8. He was 79 
years of age. 

Mr. Clark was active in his news¬ 
paper work until the week before 
his death', dropping in at the Times 
office for a few hours daily. 
His most recent visit to Vulcan 
was last November, when he spent 
a pleasurable few hours renewing 
acquaintances with old friends 
here. 

Funeral services were conducted 
at 2 p.m. on Tuesday, Jan. 18, at 
St. Benedict’s Anglican Church, 
High River, by Rev. Frederick 
Vaughan-BIrch, and interment was 
made in the Highwood cemetery. 

Well known as a pioneer In the 
newspaper field of Western Can¬ 
ada, Mr. Clark devoted practically 
his entire life to newspaper work, 
which he started in the early 80’s 
on the Kincardine (Ont.) Recorder. 

But being of an adventurous nat¬ 
ure in his youth he took time out 
to work his way to South Africa 
and later saw action in the Boer 
Wai^ with Lord Strathcona Horse. 

He came to Calgary In 1903 and 
after a brief experience as a 
rancher he purchased Thp Okotoks 
Review which he sold before he 
moved on to High River to found 
The Times as the successor to Bob 
Edwards’ High River Eye Opener 
on December 1905. 

In 1913 he established The Advo¬ 
cate at Vulcan and, as owner and 
publisher, always maintained an 
active Interest In Its progress. 

Charles Clark is survived by two 
children, Chailes A. Clark, man¬ 
ager of the High River Times, and 
Mrs. H. W. Soby of High River. His 
wife. Mary McDonell of Bay City 
Michigan, predeceased him in 1936. 
Two brothers and a sister also sur¬ 
vive. They* are Colonel Hugh 
Clark of Kincardine, Ont.; Malcolm 
of Heppner, Ore., and Miss Mary 
Clark of Detroit. 

BORN IN ONTARIO 

Born In Kincardine In 1869 of 
Scottish parents who came from 
the Isle of Tiree, Charles Clark 
received his education at his birth¬ 
place before serving his apprent¬ 
iceship in the printing business un¬ 
de his brother, Col. Clark, on the 
Kincardine Recorder. 

In 1889 he was a member of the 
first Canadian press party to cross 
the continent and this trip stirred 
his Interest In the Canadian west. 

■ But before he put his plans Into 
effect he .became Interested in the 
Boer War^hfri worked his way to 
South Africa where he Jcjlhed Lord 
Strathcona Horse. 

That was a rugged experience 
which had Its compensatory feat¬ 
ures in personal meetings with 
Lord Kitchener, Lord Roberts, Gen. 
Botha and other, celebrities of the 
'day. Later, In London, he attended 
the coronation ceremonies of King 
Edward VIJ. 

Returning to Canada in 1903 his 
deferred plan to settle in tjre West 
was realized and on arrivaj in Cal¬ 
gary he made an Investment In 
horses with such dubious outcome 
that he decided to return to the 
newspaper business. He purchased 
an ancient printing plant at Ok¬ 
otoks and continued the publica-

Safety First Is 
Good Rule 


During the winter months when 
things are not quite so busy on 
the farm is a good time to remedy 
that hazard which nearly caused an 
accident back in the summer. Per¬ 
haps it was a faulty trap-door or 
inadequately protected stairs in the 
barn, an unsafe bull-pen, or loose 
boards on the house varandah. 
Whatever it was, if it isn’t fixed 
there may be a real accident thi» 
sunfmer. 

It is estimated that there were 
37,200 non-fatal accidents on Cana¬ 
dian farms in 1947, and 30.0000 of 
these were to men. During the 
same year in the United States 
19,500 farm people were killed 
accidentally and 1,800,000 were 
involved in non-fatal injuries 
involving lost time. 

Many of these accidents should 
not have occurred. For instance, 
on Canadian farms the most 
frequent accident is from falls, and 
the most frequent cause is the 
exisence of trap-doors and inade¬ 
quately proteceed stairs. Hand 
railings on open stairs, and.a rail¬ 
ing to guard every stairway open¬ 
ing and trap-door, will prevent 
many injurious falls.

Winter Care 
Of Poultry 

From the time pullets are hous¬ 
ed each fall until the following 
spring, many flocks are subject to 
colds and roup. Experts say that 
this condition is often caused by 
vitamin A deficiency when the 
birds are first penned. 

It is essential that poultry have 
an abundant supply of fresh air 
but they must not be exposed to 
draughts. Quarters should always 
be clean and dry. Poultry can 
stand cold better than dampness, r 
particularly if the dampness is ac¬ 
companied by lack of fresh air. 

Poultry should not.be allowed to 
lay themselves out of condition nor 
should they be allowed to become 
overfat. It is a good idea to handle 
a few birds each week to find our 
if the right amount of feed is be¬ 
ing supplied to keep them in pro¬ 
per shape. - ; 

Even though a commercial sup¬ 
plement or mash is fed it is sound 
practice to give them extra fish oil 
three or four times monthly from 
the time the pullets are housed 
until they finish laying. Feed in 
mash qr grain at the rate of one 
cup per 100 chickens every other 
evening for four feeds. This should 
be repeated at one month intervals. 

Good quality alfalfa hay should 
be fed to laying pullets two or 
three times weekly. One armful 
will satisfy 100 birds. This applies 
particularly in cases where the 
eggs produced are being used for 
hatching" purposes.

A year 
later he sold the plant to Sam 
Hudson who published it until 
November, 1947, when he retired 
and sold the Review to Charles 
Clark, High River, the son of the 
man he bought it from. 
SUCCEEDED BOB EDWARDS 
Through a friendly tip from 
Bob Edwards, publisher of The 
High River Eye Opener, Mr. Clark 
learned that Bob was planning to 
leave High River for the more 
broad-minded atmosphere of Cal¬ 
gary. There were a number of oth¬ 
er newspapermen interested in 
High River but Mr. Clark had his 
plant established before Bob an¬ 
nounced his intentions to leave.’ 

The High River Times grew up 
with the town and developed from 
th£ days of laborious hand-set type 
and primitive printing facilities to 
a fully modern plant in its own 
modern building.
